A Decision of Interest to Trnnnt Officers 


Bild School Prinripals. 


TCSCOLA, Ills., April 24.—Judge. Hughes, 


of the Douglas county circuit court, has ren- 
dered a dccibion that i.-. of .'pccial interest to 
truant oflic.Ts and school principals. 
The 


rlecisiou upholds the compulsory education 
law, but indicates that discrttion must ba 
exercised in making arrests under i'.s pro- 
visions. A few months ago Truant Officer 
William Johnson ambled the 11-year-old 
son of Bruce Francis, a well-known business 
man, for truancy, and used rather harsh 
meaus (o compel him to go to school.

The paren.- objected to this, c.'aimiiigtliat 


tha boy was absent from school by permis- 
sion of his mother. 
Mr. Francis called tbe 


officer's arrest for assault, but in the jus- 
tice's court tlu oflicer wai cleared.
